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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section 
2  of  an  Act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  UO,  65th  Congress)  approved  August  10,  1917, 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  United  Stales  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  been  authorized  and  instructed,  as  an  agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to 
take  such  steps  as  may  be,  necessary  to  obtain  authoritative  information  regarding 
the  matters  authorized  to  be  investigated  under  thai  section.

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The  commodities  for  which  information  is  here  presented  include 
raisins,  currants,  figs  and  dates,  prunes,  miscellaneous  dried  fruits 
(apples,  peaches,  apricots,  etc.),  whole  nuts,  nut  meats,  and  peanuts, 
shelled  and  unshelled. 

The  total  quantities  of  these  products  on  hand  and  in  transit  on 
July  1,  1918,  as  reported  by  mannfacturers,  storage  houses,  and 
wholesale  dealers  were  as  follows:  Raisins,  currants,  figs,  and 
dates,  176,162,438  pounds;  prunes,  86,082,534  pounds;  miscella- 
neous dried  fruits,  68,049,037  pounds;  whole  nuts,  33,106,358 
pounds;  nut  meats,  29,659,568  pounds;  peanuts  (unshelled), 
93,385,082  pounds,  and  shelled  peanuts,  98,694,308  pounds. 

The  figures  for  goods  in  transit  were  obtained  under  the  following 
instructions:  "Report  as  in  transit  the  total  quantity  which  you 
have  recently  shipped,  and  which  you  believe  has  not  been  delivered 
to  the  purchaser  or  consignee."  The  following  quantities  of  dried 
fruits,  nuts,  and  peanuts  were  thus  reported  as  in  transit:  Raisins, 
currants,  figs,  and  dates,  7,644,607  pounds;  prunes,  1,613,574 
pounds;  miscellaneous  dried  fruits,  1,037,647  pounds;  whole  nuts, 
327,042  pounds;  nut  meats,  203,054  pounds;  peanuts  (unshelled), 
1,195,019  pounds;   and  shelled  peanuts,  2,788,208  pounds. 

Reports  covering  the  retail  stocks  of  these  commodities  for  July 
1,  1918,  are  in  process  of  tabulation  and  will  be  published  later. 
Some  idea  of  the  relative  importance  of  the  retail  holdings  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  in  which  it  was  found 
that  the  stocks  in  the  hands  of  retailers  represented  the  following 
percentages  of  the  total  commercial  stocks:  Raisins,  currants,  figs, 
and  dates,  22.7  per  cent;   prunes,  17.3  per  cent;  miscellaneous  dried 


fruits,  12.7  per  cent;  whole  nuts,  27.8  per  cent;  nut  meats,  13.6 
per  cent;  peanuts  (unshelled),  9.1  per  cent;  and  shelled  peanuts, 
6.4  per  cent. 

A  comparison  of  the  stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
with  those  held  by  the  same  firms  on  July  1,  1917,  shows  that  the 
stocks  here  considered  were  in  all  cases  larger  on  the  date  of  the 
Survey  than  they  were  one  year  .earlier,  the  percentages  of  increase 
shown  for  July  1,  1918,  being  as  follows:  Raisins,  currants,  figs, 
and  dates,  14.2  per  cent;  prunes,  44.0  per  cent;  miscellaneous  dried 
fruits,  42.1  per  cent;  whole  nuts,  5.0  per  cent;  nut  meats,  20.5 
per  cent;  peanuts  (unshelled),  8.0  per  cent;  and  shelled  peanuts, 
86.8  per  cent. 

Some  of  the  most  important  figures  relating  to  the  commodities 
in  this  group  are  presented  in  summary  form  in  Table  1.

I  The  stocks  of  raisins,  currants,  figs,  and  dates,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918, 
by  commercial  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to 
176.162,438  pounds,  comprising  168.517.831  pounds  in  stock  and 
7,644,607  pounds  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand,  the  fruit  driers 
and  packers  held  47.0  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  17.3  per  cent;  the 
wholesale  dealers,  26.3  per  cent;  the  bakers,  5.6  per  cent;  and  a 
miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  3.8  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  as 
on  hand  by  each  of  these  classes  of  business,  as  well  as  by  various 
subdivisions  of  the  wholesale  and  the  miscellaneous  classes,  are 
given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  2.  and  the  quantities  reported 
as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks  of  raisins, 
currants,  figs,  and  dates  held  by  the  various  classes  of  firms  reporting 
are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  1.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  total  stocks  reported  for  July  1,  1918,  from  each  geographic 
division  and  state  are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  4. 
More  than  one-half  the  stocks  of  raisins,  currants,  figs,  and  dates 
reported  for  the  country  were  found  in  the  states  of  the  Pacific 
division,  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranking  second,  with  about 
one-fifth  of  the  total.  Turning  to  the  individual  states,  California 
ranked  first,  with  82,686,342  pounds,  which  was  over  98  per  cent 
of  the  stocks  reported  for  the  Pacific  division  and  nearly  one-half 
of  the  total  for  the  country.  New  York  ranked  second,  and  Illinois 
third.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  twelve  most  important  states 
are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  2. 

The  quantities  of  these  commodities  reported  as  in  transit  are 
given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of 
Table  4.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  seven-eighths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1.  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1. 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  2,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  5.  These  figures  indicate  that  while  the  stocks 
of  raisins,  currants,  figs,  and  dates  reported  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey  by  the  wholesale  dealers  as  a  group  were  only  1.4  per  cent 
larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms  one  year  earlier,  the  stocks 
reported  by  all  other  classes  of  business  were  considerably  larger 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  the  fruit  driers  and  packers  showing  an 
increase  of  15.5  per  cent,  and  the  warehouses  an  increase  of  28.0 
per  cent.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey 
were  14.2  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms  on 
July  1,  1917.  The  relative  holdings  on  the  two  dates  are  shown  in 
graphic  form  in  Diagram  3,  for  each  class  of  firms  except  the  miscel- 
laneous group.

The  commercial  stocks  of  prunes,  together  with  the  quantities  in 
transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  all  classes 
of  commercial  concerns  except  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  86,082,534 
pounds.  Of  this  amount,  84,468,960  pounds  were  reported  as  stocks 
on  hand  and  1,613,574  pounds  as  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  the  fruit  driers  and  packers  held  26.6 
per  cent:  the  warehouses,  41.3  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  31.2 
per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  0.9  per  cent.  The 
stocks  reported  as  on  hand  are  given,  by  classes  of  business  con- 
cerns, in  the  first  colunm  of  Table  6,  the  quantities  reported  as  in 
transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks  reported  by  the 
several  classes  of  concerns  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  4. 

Table  8  shows,  by  classes  of  business,  the  number  of  schedules 
received  and  tabulated  for  prunes.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  prunes  covered  by 
this  report  is  shown  in  Table  7.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division 
ranked  first  in  stocks  reported,  and  the  Pacific  division  second,  the 
two  divisions  together  holding  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  total  stocks 
of  prunes  reported  for  the  country.  Among  the  individual  states, 
California  stood  first,  with  23,583,020  pounds,  which  was  nearly 
95  per  cent  of  the  stocks  held  by  the  Pacific  division  and  more  than 
one-fourth  of  the  total  reported  for  the  country.  New  York  ranked 
second  among  the  states,  with  over  21,800,000  pounds,  Illinois  third, 
and  Pennsylvania  fourth.  The  stocks  of  prunes  reported  for  the 
twelve  most  important  states  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  5. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  7.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Comparative  figures  for  July  1,  1918,  and  July  1,  1917,  based  on 
the  reports  of  those  firms  which  gave  information  for  both  dates, 
are  given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  6,  and  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  9.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  stocks 
on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  decidedly  larger  than  those 
held  by  the  same  concerns  on  July  1,  1917.  The  total  stocks  reported 
for  July  1,  1918,  were  44.0  per  cent  larger  than  those  reported  for 
July  1,  1917.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  two  dates  are  shown 
graphically,  for  each  of  the  main  classes  of  firms  except  the  miscella- 
neous group,  in  Diagram  6.

The  commercial  stocks  of  miscellaneous  dried  fruits  (apples, 
peaches,  apricots,  etc.),  together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  business  concerns 
other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  68,049,037  pounds.  Of  this 
amount,  67,011,390  pounds  were  reported  as  on  hand  and  1,037,647 
pounds  as  in  transit  on  the  date  of  the  Survey.  The  fruit  driers 
and  packers  held  9.4  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks  on  hand;  the  ware- 
houses, 46.5  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  34.7  per  cent;  and  a 
miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  9.4  per  cent.  The  miscellaneous 
group  in  this  case  was  made  up  principally  of  bakers,  tanners,  and 
manufacturers  of  preserves.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these 
classes  of  concerns  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  10,  and 
the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  quantities 
reported  by  the  several  classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  7. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  miscellaneous 
dried  fruits  is  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  11.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  miscellaneous  dried 
fruits  reported  by  commercial  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers  is 
shown  in  Table  12.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranked  first 
among  the  geographic  divisions,  reporting  almost  one-third  of  the 
total.  The  East  North  Central  division  ranked  second,  and  the 
Pacific  division  third.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  \ork 
stood  first,  with  more  than  17,500,000  pounds,  or  slightly  more  than 
one-quarter  of  the  total  for  the  country,  while  Illinois  ranked  second, 
California  third,  Pennsylvania  fourth,  and  Ohio  fifth.  Diagram  8 
shows  in  graphic  form  the  stocks  reported  for  the  twelve  most 
important  states. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  12.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 
About  two-thirds  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  10,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
the  last  two  columns  of  Table  12.  The  figures  indicate  an  increase 
of  42.1  per  cent  in  the  aggregate  stocks  on  hand  on  July  1,  1918, 
as  compared  with  those  held  by  the  same  concerns  one  year  earlier. 


The  warehouses  reported  stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  which 
were  73.2  per  cent  larger  than  their  holdings  on  July  1,  1917,  and 
the  wholesale  dealers  also  show  a  large  increase.  These  gains  were 
partly  offset,  however,  by  a  decrease  in  the  stocks  held  by  the  fruit 
driers  and  packers.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  two  dates  by  fruit 
driers  and  packers,  warehouses,  and  wholesale  dealers  are  shown  in 
graphic  form  in  Diagram  9.

The  commercial  stocks  of  whole  nuts,  together  with  the  quantities 
in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  com- 
mercial concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  33,106,358 
pounds,  comprising  32,779,316  pounds  in  stock  and  327,042  pounds 
in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  the 
warehouses  held  46.6  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  40.2  per  cent; 
the  confectioners,  0.7  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group,  12.5 
per  cent.  The  quantities  credited  to  the  miscellaneous  group  were 
largely  reported  by  fruit  driers  and  packers,  and  by  peanut  cleaning 
and  shelling  plants.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes 
of  firms  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  13,  and  the  quantities 
in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks  held  by  the 
several  classes  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  10. 

The  number  of  reports  received  and  tabulated  for  whole  nuts  is 
shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  14.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  of  whole  nuts  reported  from  each  geographic  division 
and  state  are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  15.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division  ranked  first  among  the  geographic  divisions,  with 
12,700,642  pounds,  or  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  reported 
for  the  country.  The  East  North  Central  division  ranked  second, 
and  the  West  North  Central  division  third.  The  state  of  New 
York  reported  over  90  per  cent  of  the  stocks  of  the  Middle  Atlantic 
division,  and  considerably  more  than  one-third  of  the  holdings 
reported  for  the  entire  country.  Illinois  ranked  second,  Missouri 
third,  Massachusetts  fourth,  and  Louisiana  fifth.  The  stocks  of 
whole  nuts  reported  for  the  twelve  most  important  states  are  repre- 
sented in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  11. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  15.

Nearly  three-fourths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  firms  in  Table  13,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  the  last  two  columns  of  Table  15.     These  figures 


show  decreased  stocks  for  the  wholesale  dealers,  but  this  decrease 
was  more  than  offset  by  the  increase  in  the  stocks  reported  by  all 
other  classes  of  business  concerns.  The  total  stocks  on  July  1, 
1918,  were  5.0  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms 
on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  shown 
in  graphic  form,  for  the  principal  classes  of  business,  in  Diagram  12.

The  commercial  stocks  of  nut  meats  (shelled  nuts),  together  with 
the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  all  classes  of  business  concerns  except  retail  dealers, 
amounted  to  29,659,568  pounds,  of  which  quantity  29,456,514 
pounds  were  in  stock  and  203,054  pounds  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks 
on  hand,  the  warehouses  held  65.8  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers, 
20.2  per  cent;  the  confectioners,  9.0  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous 
group,  5.0  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  these  classes  of  firms 
are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  16,  and  the  quantities  in 
transit  in  the  last  column  of  the  same  table.  The  relative  quantities 
reported  by  the  several  classes  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  13.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  nut  meats  reported 
by  the  classes  of  concerns  here  considered  is  given  in  Table  S. 
These  figures  show  that  more  than  one-half  of  the  stocks  on  hand, 
as  reported  in  the  Survey,  were  found  in  the  states  of  the  Middle 
Atlantic  division,  the  East  North  Central  division  ranking  second, 
and  the  New  England  division  third.  These  three  divisions  together 
reported  over  25,000,000  pounds,  or  considerably  more  than  four- 
fifths  of  the  holdings  reported  for  the  entire  country.  Among  the 
individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first,  with  nearly  13,000,000 
pounds,  or  more  than  two-fifths  of  the  total  for  the  country.  Illinois 
ranked  second,  New  Jersey  third,  and  Massachusetts  fourth.  The 
stocks  of  nut  meats  reported  for  the  twelve  most  important  states 
are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  14. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  18.

Comparative  figures  for  July  1,  1918,  and  July  1,  1917,  based  on 
the  reports  of  firms  which  gave  information  for  the  two  dates,  are 
shown  by  classes  of  concerns  in  Table  16,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  18.  These  figures  indicate  a  considerable 
increase  for  all  classes  of  business  concerns  except  the  confectioners 


and  the  wholesale  grocers.  The  total  stocks  reported  as  on  hand 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  20.5  per  cent  larger  than  those  held 
by  the  same  firms  one  year  earlier.  The  relative  stocks  on  the  two 
dates  are  shown  in  graphic  form,  for  each  class  of  concerns  except 
the  miscellaneous  group,  in  Diagram  15.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS   OF  PEANUTS 
(UNSHELLED) 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  unshelled  peanuts,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  commercial  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted 
to  93,385,082  pounds,  comprising  92,190,063  pounds  in  stock  and 
1,195,019  pounds  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  reported  as  on  hand, 
the  peanut  cleaning  and  shelling  plants  held  50.1  per  cent;  the  ware- 
houses, 9.0  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  17.6  per  cent;  the  oil 
mills,  14.2  per  cent;  the  peanut-butter  manufacturers,  1.9  per  cent; 
the  confectioners,  5.4  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group,  1.8  per 
cent.  The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  by  the  several  classes  of 
business  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  19,  and  the  quantities 
reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  stocks  held 
by  the  different  classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  16. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  this  com- 
modity is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  20.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  of  unshelled  peanuts  reported  from  each  geographic 
division  and  state  are  given,  by  classes  of  business  concerns,  in 
Table  21.  The  South  Atlantic  division,  it  will  be  seen,  far  out- 
ranked all  other  divisions  in  holdings  of  this  commodity,  reporting 
considerably  more  than  one-half  the  total  for  the  country,  while 
the  East  South  Central  division  ranked  second,  and  the  East  North 
Central  division  third.  Among  the  individual  states,  Virginia  stood 
first,  with  37,405,827  pounds,  or  more  than  two-fifths  of  the  total 
for  the  country.  Georgia  ranked  second.  Alabama  third.  New  York 
fourth,  Illinois  fifth,  and  Texas  sixth.  The  stocks  reported  for  the 
twelve  most  important  states  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Dia- 
gram 17. 

The  quantities  of  unshelled  peanuts  reported  as  in  transit  are 
shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  21.

More  than  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  19,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  the  last,  two  columns  of  Table  21.  These  figures  show 
a  material  decrease  in  the  stocks  reported  by  the  most  important 


group  of  commercial  concerns,  the  cleaning  and  shelling  plants. 
The  increase  in  the  stocks  reported  by  the  other  classes  of  business, 
however,  were  sufficient  to  make  the  total  stocks  reported  for  the 
date  of  the  Survey  8.0  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same 
firms  one  year  earlier.  The  relative  stocks  on  hand  on  the  two 
dates  are  represented  in  graphic  form,  for  each  class  of  concerns 
except  the  miscellaneous  group,  in  Diagram  IS.

The  commercial  stocks  of  shelled  peanuts,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  all  classes  of  business  concerns  except  retail  dealers, 
amounted  to  98,694,308  pounds,  of  which  amount  95.906.100  pounds 
represented  the  stocks  on  hand  and  2,788,208  pounds  the  quantities 
in  transit.  Of  the  total  stocks  on  hand,  the  peanut  cleaning  and 
shelling  plants  held  10.1  per  cent;  the  warehouses,  38.7  per  cent; 
the  wholesale  dealers.  21.0  per  cent;  the  peanut-butter  manufac- 
turers, 9.1  per  cent;  the  confectioners,  15.9  per  cent;  and  a  miscel- 
laneous group,  5.2  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these 
classes  of  firms  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  22,  and  the 
quantities  reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative 
quantities  reported  as  on  hand  by  the  several  classes  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  19.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  shelled  peanuts 
reported  by  business  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  is  shown 
in  Table  24.  The  East  North  Central  division  ranked  first  among 
the  geographic  divisions  in  stocks  of  this  commodity,  and  the 
Pacific  division  second,  these  two  divisions  together  reporting  nearly 
50,000,000  pounds,  or  more  than  one-half  of  the  total  reported  for 
the  entire  country.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranked  third, 
with  something  more  than  one-eighth  of  the  total,  the  West  North 
Central  division  fourth,  and  the  South  Atlantic  division  fifth. 
Illinois  ranked  first  among  the  states,  with  about  one-fifth  of  the 
United  States  total,  Washington  second.  New  York  third,  California 
fourth,  and  Virginia  fifth.  The  stocks  of  shelled  peanuts  reported 
for  the  twelve  most  important  states  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  20. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  24.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  three-fourths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  22,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  the  last  two  columns  of  Table  24.  These  figures 
show  that  while  the  stocks  of  shelled  peanuts  reported  by  the 
peanut  cleaning  and  shelling  plants  for  July  1,  1918,  were  slightly 
smaller  than  those  held  a  year  earlier,  the  stocks  reported  by  all 


other  classes  of  commercial  concerns  were  materially  larger  on  the 
date  of  the  Survey,  those  of  the  warehouses  amounting  to  very 
nearly  four  times  the  stocks  reported  by  that  class  of  firms  for 
the  earlier  date.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey  were  86.8  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms 
on  July  1,  1917.  The  relative  holdings  on  the  two  dates  are  shown 
in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  21,  for  each  class  of  business  coricerns 
except  the  miscellaneous  group.
